Now  that  CD  13  & Planning  Dept,  agreed  to  a specific  plan  for  our  entitlements,  we've  been  adding  those  components  to 
the  DEIR.  The  reports  have  long  been  completed.  We  have  a RAP/Caltrans/EIR  Team  meeting  on  5/5  to  review  t e 
additions.  We  hope  to  have  the  chapters  ready  for  RAP  by  June  1st.  Once  the  DEIR  is  released  with  a 60  day  circulation 
(instead  of  45  days)-  we  anticipate  it  will  take  2 months  to  respond  to  the  comment  letters.  So  4 months  before  the  FEIR 
will  be  released  and  we'll  be  ready  for  all  those  hearings  © We'd  like  to  be  done  by  the  end  of  2016. 


We  working  with  Bldg.  Trades  on  our  draft  PLA  and  I'm  waiting  on  my  PLA  letter  of  intent  so  I can  file  our  ELDP  application 
with  the  Gov's  office.  We  have  been  unofficially  approved. 


As  I told  MOF  the  other  day,  there  is  so  much  to  share  with  CD  13  - our  EIFD  economic  analysis  is  off  the  charts  - a 
projected  $1.27  billion,  in  today's  dollars,  during  the  45  year  life  of  the  bonds!  I'm  hoping  to  meet  with  him  after  I return 
from  our  annual  advocacy  trip  to  DC.  We're  almost  ready  to  apply  for  federal  dollars  through  PZ. 


Does  RAP  administer  the  contract  even  if  some  of  the  excess  bond  money  is  going  to  design  and  not  EIR  (per  budget?) 


I'm  at  CPC  tomorrow  - let  me  know  if  you  want  me  to  stop  by  ©
